While it seems most of the 
problems experienced by 
homeowners in the Shawsheen 
Commons housing development 
have been or are in the process of 
being rectified, a new snag appears 
to have developed for at least three 
residents, 

Selectman Gerald Duggan, who in 
December volunteered to serve as 
intermediary between Shawsheen 
Commons developers and residents 
with complaints, said that around 75 
percent of all problems associated 
with the development have been 
fixed by subcontractors hired by the 
developers. 

But three Shawsheen Commons 
residents still have outstanding 
problems termed "major" by 
Duggan. One involves a foundation, 
another a roof and a third is a 
problem with a heater. Apparently 
the three homeowners in question

The Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection was back 
in Wilmington last week as part of 
its statewide series of public 
hearings regarding proposed 
improvements to Title 5 draft 
regulations. And while it is clear 
this set is indeed an improvement 
over those offered in the fall of 
1993, many concerns still exist 
among. homeowners,, realtors .and 
contractors. 

Interested Massachusetts residents 
have until June 17-to voice opinions 
over the latest set of proposals, after 
which the DEP Advisory 
Committee meets to discuss 
comments and further Title 5 
modifications. 

Title 5 regulations, last officially 
amended in 1978, set state standards 
for septic systems with an aim at 
protecting clean water reserves. 

Wilmington Public Health 
Directory Gregory Erickson, who 
is also a member of the DEP 
Advisory Committee, feels the DEP 
is closer to having acceptable 
regulations, but still feels problems 
exist, 

One such problem is with new 
proposals regulating nitrogen 


staged a Memorial Day weekend 
protest against the Shawsheen 
Commons development that has 
created an impasse. 

According to Duggan, Shawsheen 
Commons developers are refusing 
to complete repairs on the three 
protesters’ homes, citing the loss of 
two home sales due to the protest. 
Still, Duggan is not retreating from 
his volunteer post as intermediary. 

"Hopefully I can persuade [the 
developers] to address these three 
problems,” he said, 

Work originally scheduled to be 
completed by the end of May of this 
year will continue on the remainder, 
of the development. At a 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen's 
meeting in January, angry 
Shawsheen Commons residents met 
with local developer Jay Tighe to 
try to reach an agreement over 
repairs to structural damages 
incurred in the then three-year-old 
homes. 


Though not legally bound to 

repair the homes, on which 
one-year warranties had expired, 
Tighe nevertheless agreed to hire a 
subcontractor to fix errors Tighe 
inherited from a partner in the 
development. That work was 
apparently held up by inclement 
weather, which included some‘five 
inches of rainfall in the month) of 
May. 
Since Tighe did not receive a list 
of complaints until two months after 
the selectmen's meeting, Duggan 
has concluded it is fair to extend the 
deadline through June. The board 
of selectmen has no official 
authority to hold developers to the 
repairs, but Duggan said "I just 
figured if nothing else we could 
give [Shawsheen Commons 
residents] some moral support....It's 
worked to some extent...Most of the 
items according to the list I have are 
done.”

loading. Under the proposals, 
limits would be set for new septic 
systems to be served by both on-site 
systems and private wells, and for 
systems located in environmentally 
sensitive areas, or zones of 
contribution of public drinking 
water supply wells. 

According to the DEP, these rules 
would essentially require an acre of 
land for construction of a new 
four-bedroomhouse. Erickson 
feels these limits to be restrictive, 
particularly for the future 
construction of affordable housing 
developments, 

Yet Erickson also noted improved 
reactions from the public towards 
the proposed regulations. 

"The tone of the testimony [at the 
public hearing last week] overall 
was a little bit calmer [than at last 
fall's, but there are] definitely some 
concerns that still remain,” he said. 

The Massachusetts Association of 
Realtors (MAR) offered critical 
testimony against the new 
proposals, though they too feel an 
improvement has been made. 

"On the surface we're pleased that 
DEP heard the many concerns 
expressed by property owners last 
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fall during the public hearing 
Process and made some effort to 
address them," said MAR President 
Deborah Dwyer. "However, we're 
not entirely sure the draft 
regulations go far enough to protect 
the interests of homeowners.” 

MAR takes specific issue with 
proposed regulations governing the 
inspection of septic systems at the 
time of transfer of property, feeling 
that to do so would delay real ostaic 
closings without effectively 
addressing the problem of polluting 
systems, 

Rep. James Miceli, himself very 
critical of the fall 1993 proposed 
regulations, is concerned with the 


effect the new proposals will have 
on the average property owner who 
may or may not be equipped to deal 
with the regulations. 

Property owners wishing to build 
on or sell a lot may discover that 
parcel of land to be 
non-transferable or unable to be 
built on due to a DEP-failed septic 
system.

House fire in North Wilmington

A house fire believed to be caused 
by an electric fan Tuesday 
afternoon was contained by 
Wilmington firefighters to one 
Toom and a portion of the attic of 
the single story ranch home on 
Oakdale Road. No one was 
seriously hurt as a result of the 
blaze, but two Wilmington 
firefighters were treated for minor 
injuries at the Winchester Family 
Medical Center in Wilmington, and 
Teleased. 

Firefighter Andy McRobb 
suffered a back injury and 
firefighter Linda Giles was treated 
for heat exhaustion, according to 
Wilmington Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart. Tuesday's high heat and 
humidity and the excessive 
temperatures of the house blaze 
contributed to Giles’ condition, 
deemed commonplace by Stewart 
given the citcumstances. 

Resident Phyllis Wood was 
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painting_inside_her_Oakdale-Road. 
home when she detected signs of 
fire in an adjoining bedroom. Mrs. 
Wood left the house and called the 
Wilmington Fire Department from 
a neighbor's home, Wilmington 
Fire Chief Daniel Stewart said. 

Stewart offered high praise for 
Wilmington Fire Lieutenant John 
Brown, who was first on the scene 
and led the charge into the burning 
house. 

"Lt. John Brown did an excellent 
job holding the line and knocking 
the fire down...he did a heck of a 
job," Stewart said. 

While Brown and his crew beat 
back the flames on the ground, fire 
spread into a small section of the 
home's attic before being 
extinguished by a ladder crew. 

Potential disaster was averted by 
the firefighters effective work, as 
Building Inspector James Russo 
discovered a military-style hand 
grenade simulator in a section of the 
house unscathed by flame.

The grenade..was.the.type-used-in. 
military training, but carried a "full 
explosive charge," “according to 
Stewart. 

The device was confiscated by a 
State Police bomb squad and 
detonated at the Wilmington Police 
firing range on Andover Street. 

A full force of Wilmington 
firefighters, which included the call 
back of all off-duty personnel was 
deployed on the scene. Wilmington 
received on-site assistance from the 
Tewksbury Fire Department and 
North Reading fire fighters covered 
the Wilmington station. 

All Wilmington fire equipment 
was back from the scene and in 
service at 5:30 p.m., Stewart said. 

Though believed to be started by 
an electric fan in the bedroom, the 
official cause of the fire is still 
under investigation by Wilmington 
officials. The state Fire Marshall's 
Office is helping with the 
investigation.

Even if you don't think you're 
rich, add up the value of your 
home, investments and other 
property, and you'll discover that 
estate planning to reduce taxes 
makessense. 

Easiest of all, if you can afford 
it, are outright gifts of up to 
$10,000 a person per year - 
$20,000 from both spouses 
together - to as many recipients as 
you wish. For children, consider 
setting up custodial accounts or 
special trusts. And there is no 
limit at all to how much 
educational or medical expenses 
for a relative you can pay, as long 
as the money goes directly to the 
institution or the caregiver. 

There's also a $600,000 lifetime 
exemption on transfers made by 
gift or by will. It may make sense 
to take out of the estate large 
amounts of property that are 
expected to appreciate 
substantially. That way, the 
appreciation is the recipient's, 
whose capital gains tax is lower 
than estate taxes on the same 
amount. A grantor retained 
annuity trust can give the donor 
the right to income from property 
going to heirs.

Term limits? 
Who needs 'em?

U.S, Congressman Marty Meehan and U.S. Senator Ted Kennedy 
} are two prime examples of why term limits are unnecessary. 
‘The rest of the country wants to impose term limits on politicians, 
in part to keep their local reps from becoming entrenched and out 
of touch like Ted, but we don't need term limits in Massachusetts. 

Long term permanence in office leaves political operatives badly 

out of touch with how the folks back home think, live and work. If 
! you want proof, try to imagine the last time Senator Kennedy had to 
balance his checkbook to see if he could cover the bills at the end of 
+ the month. Such entrenched lawmakers see nothing wrong with big 
tax increases, federal mandates that stifle and kill the job market, 
knee-jerk laws passed without any thought of ramifications, and a 
‘ litany of outrages that would fill this page, week after week. 

But do we really need a law, or a constitutional amendment, that 
will impose term limits? No, we don't. 

The bottom line to the American political system is that the voters 
have absolute power, and the voters are always right. No appeal, no 
argument, they are always rigft. We have the power to “limit” the 
term of any elected official come Election Day. Just Say Goodbye! 
All we need to do is keep track of how the politician voted, because 
that is the one and only measure of a politician's worth. Forget the 
promises, forget the slogans. How did he vote, on cach and every 
issue that concerns you. 

If we like the way he voted, support him again. But if his (or her) 
voting record stinks to high heaven, then it is a boon to the country 
and to our own state to throw him the hell out, without ceremony or 
even a friendly handshake. Gone! Bye! NEXT! 

Term limit opponents rail about the value of seniority, and how it 
can be crucial to have a long-veteran in office. Hogwash. 

Look at Marty Meehan, who ran two years ago as a "fresh face" in 
the Massachusetts delegation to the U.S. Congress. 

Mechan has brought home the bacon, like any Congressman could 
be expected to do. (Of course, Members don't give a fig how the 
goodies they send home might bankrupt the country as a whole, but 
that's just part of the game.) 

If Mechan can bring home the goodies in his first term, doesn't 
that mean seniority is unimportant? What value seniority if even a 
first-termer, a rookie, can do the job and bring home the bacon? 
Goodnight, Ted. 

So, if even a rookie can do an adequate job, docsn't that say some- 
thing about placing rookies into political office? If the new guy 
doesn't work out, you get to nail him in two years and try out yet 
another rookie. Members of the House of Representatives serve just 
two years at a time, which gives us plenty of chance to try out new 
faces. Sooner or later, we'll find somebody who deserves to hold 
the office for a long term. 

Congressman Meehan voted in favor of President Clinton's huge 
Budget Bill last year (with tax increases), voted in favor of the ban 
on assault weapons this year, and against an investigation into the 
House Post Office scandal, among other votes on his record. The

Adopt a Grandmother program 


“When the girls came, it was the 
happiest day of my week," Ruth 
Ollis, resident of the Wilmington 
Woods Nursing Home explained.

swended. For six months 10 seventh 
.oand eighth grade girls from the 
«West Intermediate School were 
ogpaired with residents from the 
2sWilmington Woods Nursing Home 
nin a two-way street program 
-udesigned to meet the needs of both 
ingroups. At the same time, 10 girls 
Jufrom the North Intermediate School 
ueNisited with their 'grandmothers.” 
heThey made pizza together and did 
breraft projects together. Their first 
siproject was to make a collage 
mepresenting each of their 
ni'grandmothers" lives; a way to get 
~“to know them better. At one of their 
ortast meetings they” took” the 

‘grandmothers’ to visit their school 
‘and entertained them there, 
«» The $6,000 grant was written 
gunder the auspices of the 
Wilmington Family Counseling 
1Service,Inc., with the cooperation 
of the school system and both 
ynursing homes. Through the 
teamwork, the three services in the 
community created a program that 
was more effective than anyone 
could have done alone. 

Mike Tikonoff, North 
Intermediate School principal, 
enthusiastically endorsed the 
program. After attending the first 

_, Session at which the girls met their 
“"grandmothers' he said, “It was 
,,£nough to bring tears to your eyes,” 

At Wilmington Woods Nursing 
“Home, Pat Greig also emphasized 
,the importance of the program 
explaining, "For many of the 
},-randmothers' it was the highlight 
~‘of their week." 

+. "We will write . nypiebon grant 
Minis summer," Dr. Carol Golub, 
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Executive Director of the 
Wilmington Family Counseling 
Service explained, “but we have 
been told by the Governor's 
Alliance Against Drugs that their 
funds have been cut, so not to be too 
optimistic about funding.” The 
Wilmington Family Counseling 
Service currently is having a 
"Be-a-Friend" campaign soliciting 
funds for projects such as this one as 
well as to fund counseling services 
for low income people in the 
community who have no insurance. 
“We originally thought we might be 
able to use some United Way 
funding for this program, but we 
had a 25 percent jump in clients 
needing subsidized fees in March 
and currently are struggling 
financially to meet that need," Dr. 
Golub added, 

The Adopt-a-Grandmother 
Program is aimed at building self 
esteem and leadership abilities in 
intermediate schoolgirls because, as 
the work of Carol Gilligan points 
out, girls at this age-drop off 


academically and take less of an 
active role in heterosexual groups. 
In addition to their time with the 
‘grandmothers,’ the girls met 
weekly with a psychologist from the 
Wilmington Family Counseling 
Service, Dr. Agneta Mitchell, and a 
peer leader from Wilmington High 
School, Alyson Ward, to discuss 
issues such as conflict management, 
peer pressure, sexual involvement, 
teen pregnancy, drugs and alcohol. 
The program presented the girls 
with multigenerational role models 
and exposed them to many careers 
in the health care industry. 

When asked how she liked the 
program, Kerry Lavin one of the 
West Intermediate students said, "At 
first it was boring, but then I found 
love and got attached. Some day 
when I find free time, I'll come 
back to visit." Another student, 
Stacy Trecartin, expressed her 
opinion: "I like this program. More 
people should run programs like 
this one." 


How did I miss that?

Win some, lose some, and some 
you shouldn't show up for. 

At Tewksbury Rotary last weck, 
Town Manager David Cressman had 
the extreme pleasure of fining this 
scribe a dollar for negligence on the 
job. 

In the May 25 issue of the Town 
Crier, in a story about the successful 
Environmental Day - Household 
Hazardous Waste Day held May 21, 
the news story noted that totals for 
the dropoff had not been compiled. 

Cressman disagreed that the totals 
had not been gathered, and he had 
his proof in writing. Ouch. 

The town manager produced the 
draft of the May 24 minutes of the 
Tewksbury Board of Selectmen's 
meeting, in which Cressman stated 
the total tonnages from the dropoff 
effort. 

The manager announced that 556 
cars visited the program on May 21, 
up from 441 in a similar session in 


the fall. A total of 580 tires were 
left off, up from 537 in the autumn; 
170 car batteries were dropped off, 
down from 226; and 16,200 pounds 
of metal were delivered, up from 
the earlier 14,700. Proceeds from 
the sale of the scrap metal benefit the 
Tewksbury Recycling Committee, 
which received $430 last year. 

Also on May 21, the voluntary 
dropoff of household chemicals saw 
150 gallons of antifreeze-type mat- 
erials; 500 gallons of pesticides; 250 
gallons of acids and oxidizers; 500 
gallons Of resins; and 75 gallons of 
home cleaning products. Last year, 
the Green Paint company collected 
525 gallons of paint, whereas this 
year’s event saw 800 gallons of paint 
left for disposal. 

How the total tonnages were left 
out of the Town Crier, after having 
been read in public the night before, 
remains a mystery.

The trustees’ first foray into the 
realm of surveys took place in May 
1993.

Next 
week's survey is targeted at a broad 
cross section of the community. 

Other components of the public 
library's long range plan will 
include a description of the library's 
current services and its resources: 
the staff, the collection, the 
building, and funding seusccs, A 
community analysis section will 
describe the town's financial 
situation, the schools, local 
businesses and community 
resources. Another section will 
describe the current population and 
will consider possible demographic 
trends and projections. 

A mission statement will define 
the trustees’ vision of what level of 
service our library should aim to 
provide, as well as goals and 
objectives needed to fulfill that 
mission, The planning process 
should be in document format by 
early fall. 

The library trustees would like for 
the public library to move into the 
information age of the third 
millennium in a planned and 
thoughtfully considered way. The 
planning process will help the 
trustees to understand the library's 
past, present, and future. By 
studying the library's weaknesses as 
well as its strengths, the trustees will 
be better able to analyze and 
propose ways to improve library 
services for all residents.

John Desforge 
candidate for State Rep.

Wilmington Democrat John 
Desforge believes it is time for new 
blood in the State House, and to that 
end is making a run at dethroning 
veteran legislator James Miceli. 

"It was a tough decision to run 
against Jim Miceli, but I think he's 
part of the problem,” Desforge said, 
stressing that it is “time for a 
change." 

A political newcomer, Desforge, 
26, feels that Miceli's time as an 
effective state representative has 
passed, 

"I don't think we're getting. the 
adequate representation the district 
should be receiving," Desforge said. 
"I believe I can provide new energy 
and new leadership and be a factor 
for reform in the [State] House of 
Representatives." 

Desforge believes the district, 
comprised of most of the towns of 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, is 
getting shortchanged on local aid 
receipts. 

"If the state is giving a ten percent 
increase in local aid, the district 
should be receiving ten percent or 
more," he contends. 

Desforge realizes it will be an 
uphill battle to unseat Miceli, who 
has represented the area for the last 
17 years, but brings confidence and 
enthusiasm to his first political 
campaign, 

Citing former President John F. 
Kennedy, Desforge wants to caution 
Miceli’'s constituents that "loyalty 
sometimes asks too much.’ 

“F'm-going-to-be-a-leader, not.a 
follower in the House," said 
Desforge, who feels that 
“performance and action rather 
than words" should be weighed 
when voters take to the polls to 
nominate a candidate for State Rep. 


One area in which Desforge would 
like to lead the state is into cutting 
spending. He favors "Sunset 
Legislation," whereby state 
programs are reviewed, based on 
performance, every three to five 
years, with those not "carrying their 
weight" being eliminated. 

Under this plan, the legislature 
would be free to accept new 
programs without giving taxpayers 
a “double hit." He says cutting 
wasteful programs in favor of new 
ones would exact "a balancing 
effect. 

“We need incentives for [state] 
agencies to save money," he 
concluded. 

A lifelong Wilmington resident, 
Desforge graduated from 
Wilmington High School in 1986 
before completing undergraduate 
work in political science at 
Westfield State College and 
receiving a masters degree in public 
administration from Suffolk 
University.

Out of work? Need help with a 
resumé? Wilmington residents 
temporarily out of the work force 
and recent college and high school 
graduates looking to break in to the 
work world can get free resumé 
help courtesy of Wilmington 
insurance agent Jim Murray. 

Murray is offering computer 
program services at no charge to 
Wilmington residents looking to put 
together a first resumé or sharpen 
an existing one. 

There is no obligation and no 
pressure attached to the service 
(read: he is not trying to rope 
people into his office to sell them 
insurance). His reasons for offering 
the help are simple. 

"Last year I had a pretty bad 
year,” said Murray, who figures to 
give something back to the 
community now that his situation 
has.improved. 

Also, with Wilmington's Small 
Cities grant having been denied for 
renewal (that decision is currently 
being appealed by town officials) 
Murray hopes he can help fill the 
potential gap left by the aborted 
Small Cities funding. 

While the Small Cities Program is 
still operating, should the town's 
appeal be denied, its days are clearly 
numbered, Among other things, 
Small Cities helps out-of-work 
Wilmington residents compile and 
sharpen resumés. 

Interested residents need only 


make an appointment to enjoy a 
wide range of services. Those 
include a private office from which 
to work. An IBM personal 
computer equipped with Resumé 
Writer and Word Perfect software 
is available. 

"Resumé Writer helps you write 
your resumé for you, providing key 
words and hot phrases," Murray 
said. 

Word Perfect, a word processing 
program, is useful for writing 
cover letters. Murray also has two 
printers available and low-grade 
copy paper, but suggests users bring 
their own higher-grade stationary. 
He will also provide floppy discs for 
people to back-up their work on. 

Murray is also offering use of his 
office fax machine for sending 
completed resumés and cover letters 
to prospective employers.

State Troopers with a punch 


By KEN MAGUIRE 


You're much more likely to 
find these guys breaking a sweat 
in the weightroom than walking 
the Dunkin' Donuts beat. The 
Massachusetts State Police 
Boxing Team is coming to 
Wilmington this Saturday. 

"It's cops fighting cops," said 
Trooper Robert Benoit, who 
founded the MSP Boxing Team 
18 years ago. "You would have to 
go far and wide to find an all- 
police boxing show. It's a novel- 
ty." 
It's also all for a good cause. 
The proceeds of the show, which 
begins at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Shriners Auditorium just off Rte. 
93 (Concord Street exit), will go 
to a scholarship in the name of 
Trooper Daniel Duffy, who died 
of cancer last year. Past shows 
have benefitted the Jimmy 
Fund, the Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts and others. 

IN 18 YEARS the team, 
which has had 150 members in 
total, has raised $253,000 for 
charities. "That's a lot of money 
for a bunch of bums who don't 
know how to fight," Trooper 
Benoit said. 

A former professional boxer 
who joined the State Police 
ranks in 1974, Benoit is not 
exactly the "bum" he makes 
himself out to be. In eight years 
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as a pro, he logged a 37-8 
record. During a Provincetown 
show in 1978, Benoit mixed it up 
with a number one contender 
for the Middleweight belt. The 
guy's name? Marvin Hagler. 
"He just happened to be 
around that day," Benoit 
explained. "He fought two of our 


guys, myself included. He had a 
good time with the whole thing 
He was a real gentleman." 

But what about the fight? 


"I landed a few," he said. "I 
didn't embarrass myself." 
Hagler, a Brockton native, 
would go on to become the 
Middleweight champion of the 
world, a title he held for several 
years. 

Benoit, who organized and 
promoted the shows from the 
outset, fought in the shows until 
1986, when he turned 40 years of 
age and hung up the gloves 
This will be his next to last 
show on the administration end 
of things. Benoit will also serve 
as referee on Saturday 

IT STARTED as a one-time 
event to raise funds for a boy 
scout troop in Oakham, Benoit's 
hometown, located about 20 
miles west of Worcester. Back in 
the 70s, State Police trained its 
cadets in boxing. 

Benoit rounded up a few 
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135 Cambridge Street 
Burlington ¢ 229-2680 
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cadets and interested troopers 
and made a show of it. They 
charged $1 per person and 
fought in a "ring" that consisted 
of wrestling mats with no ropes. 
By night's end, $278 was raised 
and the Boy Scouts had spend- 
ing money for the year. 

"I ran into some of the guys 
(troopers who fought) a week 
later and they were still excited 
about the show," Benoit said 
They all liked it so much, they 
decided to hold another show. 
"This was a one-shot, one-pop 
deal that just took off. Eighteen 
years later and 101 shows later, 
we're in Wilmington." 

The last show held in this 
area was three years ago in 
Lowell, a boxing hotbed in its 
own right. And having held 
shows from Provincetown to 
Pittsfield, Benoit said, "We're 
long overdue in the area." 

Back in the 70s, "We were 
kind of a fly-by-night operation 
We've become a lot more 
sophisticated over the years."

“The bright light of television 
may soon fade from School 
Committee and City Council 
meetings unless something is 
done to make them accessible to 
the hearing impaired,” reads 
“TV coverage of meetings may 
be suspended” in a recent 
Woburn edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” - 

“The School Committee has 
taken under advisement a rec- 
ommendation from Mayor John 
W. Rabbitt to suspend the tele- 
vising of meetings until accom- 
modations are made for hearing 
impaired viewers.” 

For a moment, we thought we 
were going to have to go out on 
a limb and risk a politically 
incorrect opinion - or at least 
translation - of the above. Is 
Mayor Rabbitt saying, we were 
about to ask, that if everyone 
can’t have it, then no one 
should? 

Thank goodness we read the

rest of the article so that we 
could provide you, the intelli- 
gent reader, with sufficient facts 
to allow you to judge for your- 
selves. If Rabbitt had leaped 
ahead to the conclusion of the 
article we stumbled upon, he 
probably wouldn’t have said 
quite what he said at the begin- 
ning of that article, 
It seems the mayor received 
a complaint that School 
Committee hearings which are 
aired on local access cable are 
not interpreted for the hearing 
impaired, and the mayor inter- 
preted that to mean that the 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
“says” that all open meetings 
are supposed to have an inter- 
preter - and that the televising 
of meetings not in compliance 
with federal law should be 
stopped until the matter is 
addressed. He also noted that no 
one “says” where the money to 
enact the law is coming from. 
The school committee decid- 
ed to take the matter under 
advisement. 


Can anyone 
interpret this? 


However - and you have to lis- 
ten well here - according to the 
“Chronicle,” a call to the state 
Commission for the Deaf and 
Hard of Hearing revealed that 
“the law only suggests televised 
meetings be closed-captioned.” 
What it says is that the meetings 
themselves need to be accessible 
to the deaf or hard of hearing. 

Jenny Graupensperger of the 

Massachusetts Commission for 
the Deaf and Hard of Hearing 
interprets “accessible” as pro- 
viding the service requested 
through a sign language inter- 
preter, computer-aided real time 
translation (CART) or assisted 
learning device. However, those 
services don't have to be provid- 
ed unless requested by citizens 
planning to attend specific meet- 
ings. Those citizens must work 
out what they need with the 
organization, says Graupensper- 
ger, and if they can't make it to 
a meeting, they should let the 
organization know in advance so 
“there’s not a waste of 
resources.” 


Accommodations to the law, 
according to Graupensperger, 
don’t have to be made until a 
complaint or request is received 
but once that request is 
received, the government is 
obliged to honor it and pay for 
it. Furthermore, the consumer 
of the service cannot be charged 
for anything. Although the law 
has “no real teeth to force com- 
pliance,” the “real penalties” for 
not complying come in the form 
of potential lawsuits. 

Although the ADA addresses 
public facilities such as hospi- 
tals and schools with some pro- 
visions for limiting the financial 
burden placed on those organi- 
zations, no similar language 
exists relating directly to gov- 
ernment. The act also covers 
such extremely costly matters 
as handicapped accessible loca- 
tions in city and school facili- 
ties, fire alarm systems with 
visual warnings, and more. 

Current commission figures 
indicate that a sign language 
interpreter makes $40 to $70 for 
the first two hours and $20 to $35 
for subsequent hours. CART 
reporters make double that.

"T've got a couple of guys who 
are really good fighters," Benoit 
said. Trooper Bob Kron, 36, who 
used to patrol out of the 
Andover barracks, is a Super 
heavyweight at 230 pounds.

Leaving asthma medication 
at home or neglecting an asth- 
ma routine while traveling 
invites trouble. Don't neglect 
maintenance anti-inflammatory 
therapy, even for a short trip. 

Ongoing treatment of inflam- 
mation, the underlying cause of 
asthma, is recommended by the 
National Institutes of Health in 
the International Consensus 
Report on Diagnosis and 
Treatment of Asthma. 

If therapy includes an anti- 
inflammatory agent such as 
nedocromil sodium (Tilade) or 
triamcinolone acetonide 
(Azmacort), an inhaled corticos- 
teroid, remember to follow a 
routine. 

"Even if you are symptom 
free, asthma inflammation is 
always present, and requires 
ongoing medication," says 
Phillip Lieberman, M.D., 
Professor of Medicine, Division 
of Allergy and Immunology, 
University of Tennessee College 
of Medicine. 

Another travel necessity is a 
peak expiratory flow meter, 
which measures daily lung func- 
tion against personal best. Daily 
monitoring with a peak expira- 
tory flow meter, whether you 
expect to be in a boardroom or 
on a beach, can detect a drop in 
lung function before you have 
symptoms.

In Melrose 


The Melrose High senior 
class president was recently 
charged with allegedly stabbing 
her boyfriend, a tri-captain of 
the Melrose High football team, 
with a butcher knife in his arm 
and chest, according to a 
Melrose newspaper which notes 
that the president made bail and 
that the Melrose High principal 
didn’t quite know what to do 
because the senior class presi- 
dent traditionally hands out 
diplomas at graduation. 

“Never in the history of 
Melrose have we been involved 
in a situation that is civil in 
nature like this but reflects on 
the school...,” says Principal 
Claude Crosten. “This sets a 
precedent for things that might 
happen in the future. It has to be 
done properly, legally and in the 
best interest of the school and 
the child.” 


In unrelated incidents, also in 
Melrose, a 16-year-old Melrose 
High student was arrested in the 
high school after the mother of 
a 14-year-old told police he had 
threatened her daughter with a 
knife; and a ninth grader was 
expelled from the high school 
following an incident during 
which he allegedly nicked an 
eighth grader in the neck while 
he was “showing” him a knife, 
according to the police and the 
paper.

It is too 
long and feels too packaged. The 
reason you can still enjoy the 
film is because of the fresh, 
energetic cast.

He’s divorced, his daughter 
barely tolerates him, and he 
can’t pay his bills. He also dis- 
covers that despite his education 
and intelligence, he’s not really 
qualified to do anything but 
write inane ads. His view of 
himself is soon challenged when 
his stringent unemployment 
counsellor finds him a sort-term 
assignment - teaching the 
unteachable at an army post. 

Base commander Cliff 
Robertson doesn’t want to give

learn to pay attention and think. 
Drill Sergeant Gregory Hines 
thinks the program is a waste of 
time and money, setting up a 
stilted tension between himself 
and DeVito. 


These subplots, including 
DeVito’s relationship with his 
daughter and the drill sergeant, 
weaken the film’s more resonant 
themes. But for all its gooey sen- 
timentality, the movie makes a 
strong point about what the 
army has become. In a country 
where we don’t educate our 
youth, many have placed their 
hopes in Uncle Sam, hoping to 
pick up a trade, get out of the 
trailer park, or just bring home 
a regular paycheck. 

DeVito, who starts to awaken 
to the possibilities within him- 
self, finds he can reach his kids 
by not talking down to them and 
stretching their expectations of 
themselves. He does this by 
teaching them to understand 
“Hamlet.” As they figure out the 
language, they also learn that 
knowledge can be power. This 
role gives DeVito a chance to 
prove he can act - and not just 
the ham. He is surprisingly 
effective. 

The cast is peppered with 
well-known actors, from 
Robertson to James Remar and 
Ed Begley, Jr., but it is the kids 
who keep the action fluid. 
Especially memorable are Lillo 
Brancato, Jr. (“A Bronx Tale”) 
as a motormouthed Brooklynite, 
and Stacey Dash as the one 
woman in the class who pre 
tends to be tougher than she is. 
Another standout is Mark 
Wahlberg (rapper Marky Mark) 
who plays a country boy hoping 
to better himself. Wahlberg’s 
performance is unexpectedly 
low key and honest. 

It’s too bad you have to muck 
through a thick layer of 
schmaltz to get to what is really 
a very tender movie. Marshall 
could have pared this film way 
down, especially ‘the drippy ‘end- 
ing, to have made an even more 
powerful statement about “being 
all that you can be.”

Mosquito 
Control

As a direct result of the unusually 
harsh winter the region experienced 
this past year, mosquito populations 
in Wilmington and Tewksbury this 
summer are expected to be the 
worst in recent memory. 

That's according to Central 
Mosquito Control Project 
Superintendent David Scott, a guest 
before the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Monday night. And 
according to anyone who has been 
outdoors into the early evening this 
summer, you won't hear too many 
dissenting views. 

Scott met with the board to discuss 
CMCP strategies, which are carried 
Out over the entire year. As a result 
of the mecting, the Town of 
Wilmington, after an inquiry from 
Selectman Chester Bruce, will look 
to supplement the work of CMCP 
with spraying of its own, The town 
owns an insecticide sprayer, but the 
state hires CMCP for mosquito 
control in 26 cities and towns 
throughout the commonwealth. 

"We would be glad to work with 
the town," Scott said. 

Wilmington, Tewksbury, Bill- 
erica and other towns within the 
Shawsheen River watershed area 
are experiencing particularly grim 
Mosquito situations, given the high 
levels the river reached due to 
winter's excessive precipitation and 
the Shawsheen's large areas of 
stagnant water, according to Scott. 

Mosquitoes breed in stagnant 
water, For this reason CMCP, 
which has evolved from*an insect 
spraying company to a pest 
management company, begins its 
full-scale assault on mosquitoes on 
the first of April with a "larvacide" 
program. 

Laryacide consists of the placing 
of BTI (a bacterial agent) pellets in 
areas of stagnant water viewed as 
prime mosquito breeding grounds.

On June 1, the program switched 
to its "adult control" mode, which is 
the spraying of insecticide. 

"Adult control is just a mop-up 
program,” Scott stated, calling the 
larvacide phase most important. 

Since really all areas of stagnant 
water are prime mosquito breeding 
grounds, Scott says residents can 
help by eliminating such pools in 
their yards, 

Birdbaths, tire swings and 
especially swimming pool covers 
offer inviting nests for mosquitoes. 
A commercial version of BT! - sold 
commonly in briquette, rather than 
pellet form - is also available at 
most home and garden centers, 
Scott said. 

Consumers can also get sprayers 
and insecticide to use before an 
outdoor party or barbecue. 

Insect spray serves to knock down 
the adult mosquito population in the 
sky at the time of spraying. The 
chemical used today differs from 
that used several years ago since it 
breaks down more quickly. The old 
spray would cling to vegetation 
longer and kill mosquitoes who had 
subsequent contact with leaves and 
such. It also had a detrimental 
effect on birds and animals and for 
that reason its use was discontinued. 

As far as keeping the pests away 
after all the spraying and 
larvaciding is done, Scott 
recommends the use of repellent 
containing DEET, 

In doing so, Scott is also conceding 
that no matter how much he and his 
company does, there will always be 
mosquitoes, 

This summer, when despite all the 
precautions you find yourself being 
eaten alive, keep in mind: Scott 
probably feels worse than you do. 

"It is frustrating,” he said. 
"You're working hard and there are 
still mosquitoes."

The Town of Wilmington's 
on-going appeal of its Small Cities 
Program grant application denial

In a letter to Town Manager 
Michael Caira released at Monday 
night's board of selectmen meeting, 
HUD Program Manager Arthur V. 
Tonini asserted that "it is not 
(HUD's] role to second guess the 
judgments made by the State 
[EOCD] staff. 

"We tested the State's claim that all 
criteria were applied in the same 
manner and to the same extent for 
all applicants by randomly selecting 
some applications and testing their 
systems. 

"We found that for the selected 
applications the criteria were

applied uniformly." 

HUD's notification docs not 
necessarily spell the end of the 
town's fight to garner an FY 94 
Small Cities Grant. 

At a selectmen's meeting earlier 
this year, Caira suggested he would 
wait for HUD's ruling before 
perhaps employing the aid of 
Wilmington's state and national 
legislators. 

Town Planning Director Lynn 
Duncan, Caira and Small Cities 
Program Director Gene Garber put 
together the initial grant application 
and subsequent appeals on its behalf. 
Their consensus seems to be that if 
all appeal avenues are exhausted an 
no grant exists, the town's FY 95 
application will be all the stronger 
for their trouble.
